No. 38, elate (J J5 th October, J 973 , — An examination for 
admission lo the Officers' Training School, Madras for grant 
of Short Service Commission in the Regular Army shall be 
held by the Union Public Service Commission at such places 
and on such dales as may be specified in hie Notice issued 
by the Commission in this behalf. The number of the course 
and the month of Us commencement al the Officers’ Training 
School and aTso the approximate number of vacancies to be 
offered for entry on the results of the examination will be 
specified in the Notice issued bv tbe Commission. 

2. \d miss ion to the Ollicers 7 Training School, Madras will 
be made on the results of a written examination to be con- 
ducted by the Union Public Service Commission and an in- 
terview by a Service Selection Board. 

3. No candidate shall be permitted to compete more than 
three times a l the examination. 

Note. — -A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at 
the examination if he actually appears in one or both the 
subjects. 

4. A candidate must be a male and must either be — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

fc) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a subject of Nepal, or

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(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri l.anka t formerly known as 
Ceylon) and East African countries of Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the intention 
of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (d) and 
(e) above shall be a person in whose favour a certificate of 
eligibility has been issued by the Government of fndia. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates who are Gorkha subjects of Nepal.

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Services Selection Board will be medically examined by 
a Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
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lit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the officer's 
Training School. The mere fact that medical examination 
has been carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will not 
mean or imply that the candidate has been finally selected. 
The proceedings of the Medical Board are confidential and 
cannot be divulged to anyone. The results of candidates 
declared unfil/ieinponirily unfit are intimated to Ihem along 
with the procedure for submission of fitness certificate and 
appeal. No rcquesl for the results of Medical Board will be 
entertained by the President of the Medical Board. 

Candidates are advised in their own interest that if their 
vision does .not come up to the standard, they must bring 
with them their correcting glasses if and when called for 
Services Selection Board Inlcrvicw/Medical Examination. 

6. No candidate 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for admission to the OTS/grant of Short 
Service Commission. 

Provided that l, 'he Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

7. \ candidate for admission to the examination must 
have attained the age of 19 years and must not have attain- 
ed the age of 23 years on the first day of the month in 
which the Course at the Officer’s Training School, Madras 
is due to commence. 

THF PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE 
BE RELAXED. 

8. A candidate must hold a degree of any of the Univer- 
sities enumerated in Appendix I or must possess any of the 
qualifications mentioned in Appendix i-A. 

Note I — \ candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render him eligible to 
appear at this examination but has not been informed of the 
result may apply lor admission to the examination. A 
candidate who intends to appear at such a qualifying exami- 
nation may also apply. Such candidates will be admitted to 
this examination, if otherwise eligible, but the admission 
would be deemed to be provisional and subject to cancella- 
tion if they do not produce proof of having passed the exa- 
mination as soon as possible and in any case not later than 
a date which may be fixed by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission in thi^ regard. 

Note II — In exceptional cases the Commission may treat 
a candidate, who has not any of the qualifications prescribed 
in this rule, as educationally qualified provided that he pos- 
sesses qualifications, the standard of whiclv, in the opinion 
of the Commission justifies his admission to the examination. 

Note III.-- A candidate who is otherwise qualified hut \d ( h o 
has taken a degree from a foreign university which is not 
included in Appendix E may also apply to the Commission 
and may be admitted to the examination at the discretion 
of the Commission. 

9. Candidates who are debarred by the Ministry of Defence 
from holding any type of Commission in the Defence Ser- 
vices, shall not be eligible for admission to the examination 
and if admitted 1 heir candidature will be cancelled. 

10. Candidates who were admitted to an earlier course at 
the National Defence Academy formerly Joint Services 
Wing/lndian Military Academy (formerly Military College/ 
Military Wings) Air Force Flying College (formerly Air 
Force Academy) or Naval kcademy, Cochin or Officers’ 
Training School but. were removed therefrom on disciplinary 
grounds will not be considered for grant of Short Service 
Commission in the Army. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the Indian 
Military Academy, Officers’ Training School, N.C.C, and 
Graduates’ Courses for lack of officer-like qualities will also 
not be considered for grant of Short Service Commission in 
the Army. 


11. The decision of the Union Public Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 

12, A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which arc incorrect or false Or °f 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal prosecution, be debarred either perma- 
nently or for a specified period : — 

(a) by the Commission for admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates, and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment under 
them. 

J 3. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Union 
Public Service Commission. 

14. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

15. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification. 

16. Candidates must pay th c fee prescribed in Armexure I 
to thc Commission’s Notice. 

17. Thc Union Public Service Commission shall prepare 
a list of candidates who obtain the minimum qualifying 
marks in the written examination a; fixed by the Commis- 
sion in their discretion. The maximum marks obtainable at 
the written examination are 900. Such candidates shall appear 
before a Services Selection Board for Intelligence and Per- 
sonality Tests, The maximum marks obtainable at these 
Tests are 900. 

To be acceptable, candidates should secure the mini- 
mum qualifying marks separately in (i) written exami- 
nation, and (ii) Services Selection Board Tests as fixed 
by the Commission in their discretion. The candidates will 
then be placed in the, order of merit on the basis of the total 
marks secured by them in the written examination and in the 
Services Selection Board tests. The final selection for admis- 
sion to the Officers’ Training School will be made in order 
of merit subject to medical fitness and suitability in all other 
respects and number of vacancies available. 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
and undergo thc tests thereat at their own risk and will not 
be entitled to claim any compensation or other relief, from 
Government in respect of any injury which they may sustain 
in thc course of or as a result of any of the tests given to 
them at the Services Selection Board Whether due to the 
negligence of any person or otherwise. Candidates will be 
required to sign a certificate to this effect on the form append- 
ed to thc application... 

18. The form and manner of communication of the result, 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and thc Commission 
will not, enter into correspondence with them regarding thc 
result. 

19. Candidates when called for interview by :i Services 
Selection Board or for Medical Examination or for subse- 
quently training will be eligible for travelling allowance i n 
accordance with the rules then in force. Candidates who 
have previously been before a Services Selection Board for 
ihe same type of Commission arc not entitled to travelling 
allowance, when called up for Services Selection Board 
interviews or Medical Examination on subsequent occasions. 

20. Success at the examination confers no right of admis- 
sion to the Officers’ Training School. 

A candidate must satisfy the appointing authority that he 
is suitable in all respects for admission to the Officers’ Train- 
ing School. Madras. 
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21. Before the candidate ioins (he Officers’ TraininR School, 
Madras : 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the effect 
that hr fully understands that he or his legal heirs 
shall not be entitled to claim any compensation 
other relict from the Government in respect of any 
injury which he may sustain in the course of or as 
a result o£ the training, or where bodily infirmity or 
death results in the course of or as a result of a 
surgical operation pertormed upon or anaesthesia 
administered to him for the treatment of any injury 
received as aforesaid or otherwise. 

(b) his parent or guardian will be required to sign a 
bond to the effect, that, if for any reason considered 
within his control the candidate wishes to withdraw 
before the completion of (he course, or fails to ac- 
cept a commission if offered or marries while under 
Training at th e Officers' Training School he will be 
liable to refund the whole or such purloin of the 
cost of tuition, food, clothing and pay and allow- 
ances received, as mav be decided upon bv the 
Government. 

22. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training at the Officers 1 Training School for an approximate 

period of 9 months. Candidates will be enrolled under the 
Army Act as 'gentlemen cadets.’ Gentlemen cadets will be 
dealt wii]i for ordinary disciplinary purposes under the rules 
and regulations of the Officers 1 Training School. Brief parti- 
culars of ths training and terms and conditions of services 
arc given in Appendix IV to the Notification. 

23. While the cost of training including accommodation, 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be 
borne by Government. Candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. The minimum expenses 
during pre-Commission training are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 55 per month but if the cadets persue anv hobbies such 
as photography, Shikar, hiking etc, they mav require addi- 
tional money. In case, however, the cadet is unable to meet 
wholly or partly even the minimum expenditure financial as- 
si stance at rates which are subject to change from time to 
time, may be given provided the cadet and his parent /guar- 
dian have an income below Rs. 3.50 per month. Ilic rate of 
assistance under the existing orders is Rs. 55 per month. A 
candidate desirous of having financial assistance should im- 
mediately after being finally selected for training submit an 
application on the prescribed form through the District Magis- 
trate of his district who will forward the application to 
the Commandant, Officers’ Training School, MADRAS along 
with his verification report. 

24. Candidates finally selected for training at the Officers 
Training School wi 1 ! be required to deposit the following 
amount with t he Commandant On arrival : — 

(a) Pocket allowance for ten months at 

Rs. 55.00 per month Rs. 550-00 

This amount is refundable Lo the cadets in the event of 
financial assistance being sanctioned lo them. 

25. Outfit allowance will be admissible under orders as 
may be issued from time lo time. 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing and 
necessaries purchased from this allowance shall become the 
personal property of the cadet. Such article, will, however, 
be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns while under training 
or who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. The 
articles withdrawn will be disposed of to the best advantage 
of the State. 

26. Gentlemen Cadets resigning after the commencement 

of training mav be allowed to proceed on leave pending 
acceptance of their resignation bv Army Headquarters. Cost 
of training, messing and alfied services will be recovered 
from them before their departure. Such Gentlemen Cadets 
are required to submit the following certificate* signed bv 
their parents/guardians along with their resignation :

27. A Gentlemen Cadet who is found unsuitable during 
the period of training will be discharged, Serving Personnel 
not finally selected for a Commission will revert to their 
parent service. 

28. Short Service Commission in the Regu'ar Army will be 
granted for a period of five years. Such officers who are 
willing lo continue to serve in the Army after the period of 
live years’ Short Service Commission may. if eligible and 
suitable in all respects be considered for the grant of 
Permanent Commission in the last year of their Shoil.i 
Service Commission jn accordance with the relevant rules. 
Those who arc not granted Permanent Commission wifi be 
given the option to continue as Short Service Commissioned 
Officer for a further period of live years. 

Short Service Commissioned Officers will b? eligible for 
promotion to the rank of Substantive Lieut, after comple- 
tion of 2 years of full pay commissioned Service. Acting 
promotion will be governed by the rules as applicable to 
permanent regular officers.

General Knowledge including knowledge of current events 
and of such matters of every day observations and experience 
in their scientific aspects as may be expected of an educated 
person who has not made a special study of any scientific 
subject. The paper will also include questions on History of 
India and Geography of a nature which candidates should b e 
able to answer without special study. 

PART ‘B’ 

INTELLIGENCE AND PERSONALITY TEST 

In addition to the interview the candidates will be Put to 
Intcilgcnce Tests both verbal and non-verbal, designed to 
assess their basic intelligence. They will also be put to Group 
rests such as group discussion *, group planning, outdoor group 
tasks, and asked to give brief lecture on specified subjects. 
All these tests are intended tq judge the menial calibre of a 
candidate. In broad leans, this is really an asessment of not 
only his intellectual qualities but also his social trails and 
interests in current affairs. 

APPENDIX III 

Physical Standards for Admission to the Officer’s Training 
School, Madras. 

To be passed fit for ad mis .-ion to the Olllccr’s Training 
School, Madras a candidate must be in good physical and 
mental health and free from any disability likejy to inter- 
fere with the efficient performance of duty. 

2. It will, however, be ensured that' — * 

(a) there is no evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 
developments, serious malformation or obesity; 

(b) there is no maldcvolopmenl or impairment of func- 
tion of the bones or joints; 

Note : — (i) A candidate with a rudimentary cervical rib 
detectable on physical examination is to be 
considered un/it. 

(ii) A candidate with a cervical rib detected inci- 
dentally only on skiagram of the chest, when 
this is done, and ir whom there are no signs 
or symptoms referable to the cervical rib, may 
be considered lit. However, the defect is minor 
disability and is to be noted as such in the 
medical board proceedings. 

(c) there is no impediment of speech, 

(d) there is no malformation of the head deformity from 
fracture or depression of the bones of the skull; 

(c) there is no impaired hearing discharge from of 
disease of either ear, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic membranes or signs of acute Or chronic 
suppurative otitis media or evidence of radical or 
modified radical mastoid operation. 

No ie : A soundly healed perforation without any impair- 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without im- 
pairment of hearing should not be a bar to accept- 
ance of a candidate for the Army. 

(f) there is no disease of bones or cartilages of the nose 
or nasal polypus or disease of the nasopharynx; 

Note : — A small asymptomatic traumatic perforation of the 
nasal septum would not be a cause for outright 
rejection. But such cases will be referred to the 
Adviser in Otology for examination and opinion. 

(g) there arc no enlarged glands in the neck and olhci' 
parts of the body and that the thyroid gland is 
normal; 

N.H. — Scars of operations for the removal t >f tuberculosis 
glands are not a cause for rejection provided that 
there has been no active disease within the preced- 
ing 5 years and the chest is clinically and radio- 
logical ly clear. 
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Qi) there is no disease of the throat* palate tonsils or 

,4 gums or disease or any injury affecting the normal 
function of cither mandibular joint; 

N.B.- — Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 
history of attacks of tonsil itis is not a cause for 
rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 
the heart and blood vessels; 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous history of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abnormality of the liver and 
spleen; 

(l) there is no hernia or tendency thereto; 

Note (I) Inguinal hernia (unopcrated) will be a cause for 
rejection, 

(2) Those who have been operated for hernia may be 
declared medically fit provided : 

(i) One year has elapsed since operation. 
Documentary proof to this effect to be 
produced by the candidates, 

(ii) General tone of the abdominal musculature 
is good. 

(iii) There has been no recurrence of the hernia 
or complication thereto concerned with the 
operation. 

(in) there is no hydrocele, or definite varicocele or any 
other disease or defect of the genital organs. 

N,B, — (i) A candidate who has been operated for hydro- 
cele will be accepted if there are no abnormalities 
of the cord and testicle and there is no evidence of 
filariasis. 

(ii) Undescended intra abdominal testicle, on one 
side should be no bar to acceptance provided the 
other testicle is normal and there is no untoward 
physical or psychological effect due to the anomaly, 
Undescended tests retained in the inguinal canal or 
the external abdominal ring is, however, a bar to 
acceptance unless corrected by operation. 

(n) there is no fistula and/or fissure of the anus or 
evidence of haemorrhoids; 

(o) there is no disease of the kidneys. All cases of 
Glycosuria or Albuminuria will be rejected; 

(p) there is no disease of the skin unless temporary or 
trivial Scars, which by their extent or position cause 
or are likely to cause disability or marked disfigure- 
ment are a cause for rejection; 

(q) there is no active, latent or congenital vcncral 
disease; 

(r) there is po history or evidence of mental disease. 
Candidates suffering from epilepsy, inconti nuance of 
urine or enuresis will not be accepted; 

(s) there is no squint or morbid condition of the eye 
or of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggravation 
or recurrence; 

(l) there is no active trachoma or its complications. 

N,B, — Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 
entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly understood by the candidates 
that the decision whether an operation is desirable or 
necessary is one to be made by their private medical 
adviser. The Government will accept no liability 
regarding the result of operation or any expense 
incurred, 


3. Standards for Height, Weight and Chest Measure- 
ments — 

(a) Height 

(i) The height of a candidate will be measured hy mak- 
ing him stand against the standard with his feet 
together. The weight should be thrown on the heels 
and not on the toes or outer side of the feet. He 
will stand erect without rigidity and with the heels, 
calves, buttocks and shoulders touching the standard; 
the chin will be depressed to bring the vertex of the 
head level under the horiontal bar and the height 
will be recorded in centimetres; decimal fraction 
lower than 0.5 centimetre will be ignored; 0.5 centi- 
metre will be recorded as such, and 0.6 cm. and above 
will be recorded as one. 

(ii) The minimum acceptable height for a candidate is 
157.5 cm. except in the case of Gorkha, Nepalese, 
Assamese and Garhwali candidates, in whose case 
the height in correlation tabic at (b)(i) below may 
be reduced by 5.0 cm. 

(b) Weight — 

(i) Weight will be taken with the candidate fully strip- 
ped or with under-pants only. In recording Weight, 
lraction of 1/2 kg. will not be noted. A correlation 
table between age, height and average weight is 
given below for guidance ; —

(ii) It is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weight in relation to height and age. The correla- 
tion table is, therefore, only a guide and cannot be 
applied universally. A 10 per cent departure from 
the average weight given in the tabic is to be con- 
sidered as within normal limits. There may never- 
theless be some individuals who according to the 
above standard may be overweight but from the 
general build of the body arc fit in every respect. 
The overweight in such cases may be due to heavy 
bones and muscular development and not be obesity. 
Similarly for those who are under weight the 
criteria should be the general build of the body and 
proportionate development rather than rigid adher- 
ence to the standards in the above table. 

(c) Chest. — The chest should be well-developed with a 
minimum, range of expansion of 5.0 cm. The candidates chest 
will be measured by making him stand erect with his feet 
together, and his arms raised over his head. The tape will be 
so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches the 
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inferior angles of the shoulder blades behind and its lower 
edge the upper part of the nipples in front The arms will then 
be lowered to hang loosely by the side. Care will be taken 
that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or backwards so as 
to displace the tape. The candidate will Ihen be directed to 
take a deep inspiration several times and the maximum and 
minimum expansion of the chest will be carefully noted. The 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded in cm. thus 
84/89, 86/91 etc. 

In recording the measurements, decimal fraction lower than 

0.5 centimetre will be ignored, 0.5 centimetre will be recorded 
as such; and 0.6 cm. and above will be recorded as one. 

4, Dental Condition — 

Tt should be ensured that sulficient number of natural and 
sound teeth are present for efficient mastication- 

la) A candidate must have a minimum of 14 dental 
points to be acceptable. Tn order to assess the dental 
condition of an individual points are allotted as 
under for teeth in good apposition with correspond- 
ing teeth in the other jaw: — 

(i) Central incisor, lateral incisor, canine, 1st and 
2nd pre-molar and underdeveloped 3rd molar — 
1 point each. 

(ii) 1st and 2nd molar and fully developed 3rd 
molar— 2 points each, 

When all 32 teeth arc present, there will be a total 
count of 22 points. 

(b) The following teeth in good functional apposition 
must be present in each jaw : — 

(i) Any 4 of the 6 antcriors. 

(ii) Any 6 of the 10 posteriors. 

Note. — Candidates with well fitting dentures will, however, 
be accepted for commission. 

(c) Candidates suffering from severe pyorrhoea will be 
rejected. Where the state of pyorrhoea is sLich that 
in the opinion of the denlul officer it can be cured 
without extraction of teeth, the candidates mav be 
accepted,

APPENDIX IV 

Brief particulars of the Service are given below : — 

Training 

I. Selected candidates will be enrolled under the Army 
Act as Gentlemen Cadets and will undergo a course of 
training at the Officers Training School for an approximate 
period of nine months. On successful completion of training 
Gentlemen Cadets are granted Short Service Commission m 
the rank of 2/Lt. from the date of successful completion 
of training. 

Terms and conditions of Service 

(a) Period of probation : 

An officer will be on probation for a period of 6 months 
from the date he receives his Commission. If he is reported 
on within the probationary period as unsuitable to retain his 
commission, it may he terminated at any time, whether be- 
fore or after the expiry of the probationary period. 

(b) Posting : 

Personnel granted Short Service Commissions are liable to 
serve any where in India and abroad, 

(c) Tenure of appointment and Promotion : 

Short Service Commission in the Regular Army will be 
granted for a period of five years. Such officers who are 
willing to continue to serve in the Army after the period of 
live years’ Short Service Commission, may if eligible and 
suitable in all respects, be considered for the grant of 
Permanent Commission in the last year of their Short 
Service Commission in accordance with the relevant rules. 
Those who are not granted Permanent Commission will be 
g/ven the option to continue as Short Service Commissioned! 
Officers tor a further period of five years. 

Short Service Commissioned Officers will be eligible for 
promotion to the rank of Substantive Lieut, after comple- 
tion of 2 years of full pay commissioned Service. Acting 
promotion will be governed by the rules as applicable to 
permanent regular officers. 

(d) Pay and Allowances : 

Officers granted Short Service Commissions wiii receive 
pay and allowances as applicable to the regular officers of 
the Army.
